The SoTlets are iasproving iwthodical ly their supply line on the "Stettin-Trleate front 
The importance of the tvo Hungarian bridges ccwjpleted during 195^ (Stalin Bridge at Budapest 
and the Baja railroad bridge) should be eva,.uated frcsa this viewpoint. 

The Baja bridge affords the shortest route frcB?; Euaanda. Supplies from Euiaania rsay enter 
Hxmgaiy at Lokoshaza and may then be routed by way of Bdkescsaba, Szeged, Baja, Dombovar, and 
Hagykanizea toward the Soviet line. 

Another route from ^is^ia enters Hungary at Biharkeresztes and leads to Budapest by 
way of Puspokladany and Szolnck. Since destruction of the southern railroad bridge would 
render the entire line useless, the Soviets have ordered speedy constructlcai or the :Budape3t 
Stalin Brides, over which the same trains could reach the front line by way of Dorog-Alraaafuzitc- 
Hegyeshalow. In addition, construction of another rallr<»d bridge north of Budapest has been 
begun. 

Transportation of Soviet supplies may be cut, however, before entering Hungary. Ali 
convoys to Hungary pass through the Caipathtans and Soviet occupation of Ci^tantza indicates 
the importance of this port for the Soviet troops in East Europe. 

In the southern Carpathisuas the sKMit important route crosses the Jlul Valley over the 
electrified double-track Brasav-Predeal line. In the eastern Carpathians, the southern route 
between Dorna-Vatra and Bistritza cjay be given consideration. 


If the (^pathlan supply line should be cut, supplies for the Soviet troops in Aiistria 
could be ftoraished by Hungary , but heavy aunnsiBent as well as troop repiewjetnents would stiix 
have to come from the Therefore, the Soviets have established large depots in Hungary.
